Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: This 
interview was given to correct and better understand the filing of the IDS on June 4, 2001 and July 4, 2001 . Mr. Quatt 
informed the examiner that no IDS was filed that would correspond with the July 4 filing date. Paper NO. 3 was 
inadvertently noted as Paper No. 6, as paper no. 6 is an IDS stamped with the June 4, 2001 date. Therefore, it 
appears that paper Nos. 6 and 7 (6 the supposed IDS filed July 4, 2001 and 7 being the Priority Paper) were 
inadvertenly entered into the wrong application and upon the correction of this, they were not removed from entry on 
the face of the file.
